ollned to be sympathetic with Peru in 
her present plight, especially as that 
government is now trying to remedy 
a situation admittedly intolerable, it is 
believed that publicity will prove a 
good thing. 
For some time the state 
department was opposed to Peru being 
branded with the story of the Putu 
may a atrocities until that government 
had at least been given an opportunity 
to make amends. 
Now that Peru has 
shown a disposition to work reforms 
In the rubber districts, it is believed 
here that the government will be ac­ 
celerated in its course by the publica­ 
tion of the facts to the world. 
The Pnited States government will 
be prepared, it is understood, to ren 
der any aid that may be desired by 
Peru. 
Thus far, however, Peru has 
declared that she can exert her author­ 
ity In the rubber districts and put an 
end to the alleged cruelties practiced 
upon the Indians by the agents of the 
British company which has the rubber 
concession. 
The 
strongest 
possible 
measures 
will be favored by this government and 
use of such measures undoubtedly will 
be urged upon Peru. 
Now that the

through the official report, it is be­ 
lieved that Peru will move more rap 
Idly and that
